Phiscator was a poor man when he 
left Baroda a few months ago to seek 
his fortune in the Alaskan gold fields. 
He like others of the inexperienced 
who went to Alaska last fall was sue* 
cessful while the experienced miners 
have little or nothing to show for their 
labor. 


Phiscator is well known in St. Joseph 
and will probably be asked to submit to 
many Interviews upon his return. He 
is on the steamship from St. Michaelis 
which reached Port Townsend, Wash., 
Saturday oa its way to Seattle. He is 
expectea to start home as soon as he 
reaches Seattle.

THOSE NEWIRICH GOLD* DIGGINGS. 


Feels T het W ill 11« VM»fui for Any One 
W ho Tliinks of Going There. 


San Francisco, July 19.—Joseph Ladue, 
the owner of the town site of Dawson City. 
Alaska, the nearest town to the Klon- 
dykc region, started last night for hie 
home in Plattsburg. 
N. 
Y. 
Besides 
owning the town site of Dawson, where 
lend is already aelllng for 15.000 a tot. 
Ladue brought with him enough gold 
dust to keep him In comfort for eome 
time to come. He got this in the Klon- 
dyke region, which is not in Alaska, but 
In British America, well over the line 
in Northwest territory. There are gold 
regions on the Alaeka side of the line, 
but the bonansas that are creating such 
a furor are a long way Inside of British 
territory—about 100 nnilea 


Ladue stated that there was no doubt 
of the richneai of the gold diggings In 
the Klondyke region. He thinks there Is 
enough gold In the ground to keep all 
the miners who can w’ork busy for the 
next twenty years. Ladue, however, is­ 
sues a warning to the thousands who are 
preparing to rush to the gold flelda this 
year. 
He says: “There are at present 
about 8.500 people In the country, and 
that number is about aU that can be ac< 
commodated this winter. Provisions are 
hisrh. 
I advise every one going up to 
take supplies sufHclent to last at least 
eighteen months. 
The fare to Dawson 
City from San Francisco is $150, and it 
will copt at least 1500 to transport sup­ 
plies for one man."

sentiment waa loudly 
cheered. The organisers at work there 
admit th at he must be broui^t Ihto the 
field and last night it was announced 
that he will be a t Fairmont tomorrow. 
Everybody wants to hear Deba Yester­ 
day’s meeting at Willow Tree school 
house for hte Monongah miners was a 
success as to numbers and enthusiasm, 
but there was a serious cooling off of en­ 
thusiasm after the meeting was over 
and the organisers departed. 


Tk« frillow Tree Meeting. 


The Monongah men will wait until to­ 
morrow when I>e.bs Is advertised po®!- 
tively to come, before taking any action. 
At yesterday’s meeting by actual count 
there were 324 men present, of whom all 
but ten were miners, and all but about 
tw'enty Monongah men. There was loud 
cheering and lots of It, and when a vote 
to strike was called for everybodyrose 
and the cheering lasted five minutes. 
After the meeting, however, fully fifty 
Monongah men said they would go to 
work as usual In the morning. The men 
at O'Donnell’s, Aurora, Flemington and 
Bates' mines are still out and will not go 
back. 


# Ogicnitors Looking for m Strik«. 


The operators expect all Fairmont to 
be out at the end of the week or sooner. 
Thny threaten to close their coke ovens 
and put the negroes and Italians Into the 
mines, and this means positive trouble 
and possibly bloods’hed. The operators had 
men at yesterday's meeting taking notes of 
everything said and done. 
Coal Is too 
badly needed, however, for any of the 
miners to fear dismissal. The strike sen­ 
timent l9 growing slowly, and Thursday 
is the limit generally placed upon work. 
The railroads are rushing things and 
1,000 cara of coal are being shipped. In 
the Norfolk and Western region yester­ 
day the strikers made gains In some sec- 
ttons and Io mk» In other*. 
Big mass- 
meetlnga were lield In Flat Top yester­ 
day and It looks as though four more of 
the largest mines would be idle soon, 
though the men diirtlke to give up the 
good pay they are now making and are 
vacillating between desire and what 
they feel to he a duty.

IMPRISONED MINER RESCUED. 


Hs Had Been Two Weeks with No Food 
sad Only n Osllon of Wntor. 


Phoenix, A. T., July 19.—Jam es Stev­ 
ens, the imprisoned miner, was rescued 
from the Mammath 
mine 
Saturday 
morning after an Imprisonment of four­ 
teen days without food and but little 
water. At 7 o'clock Saturday morning, 
a t a depth of 125 feet, the miners broke 
Into the drift where Stevens had been 
confined. f9te%*ens Is fearfully emaciated 
and has lost fully seventy pounds dur­ 
ing his confinement, but hla mind "is 
clear. 


He had been cut off by the cave-ln with 
only a gallon of water and with no food 
and with two candles that were soon 
extinguished as he worked by their 
light to reach the vicinity oC a amall 
air shaft th at might clear the foul air 
of the drift. He had retained conscious­ 
ness throughout, and told of the long 
weary hours he had spent with the 
densest dariiness about him and the 
far-off sounds of drilhi of rescuing min 
era striving to rescue him.

IHttsburg, July 19.—The events of yes. 
terday In the PUtsbunf coal mining dis 
trlct indicate 
that 
there Is trouble 
ahead. The strike has been on for two 
weeks with no cause for alarm In any 
quarter, but yesterday the pangs of 
hunger and mutterings of discontent 
took tangible forai, and 1,000 miners 
started to march <m Cannonsburg, the 
objective point being the Boone and Al­ 
lison minea A few days ago the op­ 
erators of these mines made a requlal- 
tion on the sheriff of W ashington coun 
ty for additional deputies. 
It Is sujp^ 
posed th at there are at least thirty 
deputies at each mine, well armed for 
any friction th at may take place. 


The miners of the Millers and Toni’s 
Run districts yesterday held mass 
meetings. 
The men employed In the 
Slope and Brldgeville mines, Essen Nos. 
1 and 2, and Steen’s mines met at 
BridgevUle, 
Cecil was the scene of a 
meeting of Laurel lllll Ños. 2 and 4. 
Oreedmor and Bishop mines, and the 
diggers employed in the Standard and 
Ellsworth mines in Miller’s Run also 
held a meeting. The gatherings were 
attended by men, women and children 
Many of the women openly branded 
their husbands as cowards. They argued 
that they might as well fight as starve. 


Plana for bringing out the miners at 
work In the Boone atid AUlson mines 
were discussed. 
Special committees 
were sent from one meeting to the oth­ 
er. 
It was decided to march on to 
Cannonsburg mines last night. 
The 
Reissing brass band and the Cecil drum 
corps were engaged, and the march 
across the country Is on. 
'^Che pro­ 
cession Is made up of three divisions 
from the, different sections. They united 
at Brldgeville and took up the tramp 
of twelve miles across the country. A 
miner who was very enthusiastic over, 
the plan said there would be at least 
1,000 men In line. It was learned that 
the scheme has 
been In process of 
formation for several djaya 
It was 
talked of several days ago, and got to 
the ears of the operators of the Can­ 
nonsburg mines; hence their decision to 
Increase their force deputlei.

' a thoughtful sermon Sunday morning 
at the Universalist church on the 
present depressed conditions of the 
oouDtiry. 
He realized (hat he might 
. 
be accused 
of 
being a “calamity 
howler” but he painted (he dismiU 
picture a« he saw it. 


**Not long ago,’* he ea^d, '‘^a minister 
in New York city rejoieed because 
(here was more money now at the dis- 
i posai of charity than ever before. 
A 
writer in one of the magasines heard 
It and asked if charity was the goal of 
Christianity. 
Often 
the 
boasted 
charity feeds and clothes in theorjr 
while In actuality the poor go naked 
and hungry. 
God would give 
all 
equal opportunities and a place at the 
table of 
plenty. When 
men shall 
adopt God’s way all will be clothed 
and fed without the hand of charity. 
When kings 
and 
those 
in high 
plaoes realize that they« too, depend 
upon the field there will be more hu­ 
mility. 


“All of us are guiltiy of having 
brought about the present times wben 
men have only to look to charity for 
bread. To take a local, though homely 
illustration, we are now sad because the 
profits of fruit culturo cannot be seen. 
Tlie returns that come back from the 
cities mean loss to the grower« But we 
fail to see any advantage in cheap 
prices. In this community never was 
so little fruit put up for fuvure contin- 
gençy. The grower saw his berries 
rotting on the vines but he 
never 
thought to invite the poor to help 
themselves so that they might rejoice 
in ithe abundance, and that he might 
be blessed somewhat by the depression 
which took away the market. It is 
strange too that there was not wisdom 
among the poor so that, like Ruth, 
thc^y would ask the privilege of glean­ 
ing in the tield. A few days ago at a 
grocer’s stand I saw raspberries marked 
10 cents and strawberries 5 cents. 1 was 
about to murmur at the price of the 
raspberries and upon reflection 1 kept 
back the murmur and rejoiced that the 
grower was getting a living wage. 


“We go from one bargain counter to 
another, from one bankrupt sale to an­ 
other, and buy articles for less than 
tho cost of manufacture and for less 
than they are worth. We 
thus 
en­ 
courage the forces which have brought 
ruin. 
In the bankrupt sales someone 
is cheated and wronged and we are 
participants in the wrong.” 


Tiie coal strike was mentioned and 
syn\pathy expressed for the miners. 
It is not charity the strikers need but 
a liviqg wage. 
W hether coal sold 
high or low the lot of the miner has 
b c ^ misery and it is wrong to now 
ask the miners to go back to the old 
scale in order that prosperity may 
come. 


The preacher believes that soon an­ 
other day will dawn when kings will 
realize that they too depend upon the 
field and when there shall reign uni- 
versiU peace, prosperity and equality.

Local merchants are seriously con­ 
sidering instituting a boycott against 
the Big Foui* railway company unless 
that corporation immediately begins the 
use of the Twin city company’s ’phone. 


Merchants who have been in the 
habit of patronizing the Big Four com­ 
pany are greatly inconvienenced and 
harrassed since the general adoption of 
the new ’phones and that company’s 
failure to fall into line with the other 
railway offices, steamboat offices and 
business houses, and have resolved to 
either »sever all business relations with 
the Big Four or compel it in some way 
to put in a new ’phone. 


Kidd, Dater & Co., the wholesale 
grocers, declare that they will« not 
continue their extensive business re­ 
lations with the Big Four under the 
present • conditions. 
This means a 
severe blow to the railway company 
which has been carrying for Kidd, 
Dater &> Co., carload after carload of 
sugar, purchased in the 
east, and 
transferred to the Big Four at Cleve­ 
land. 
The wholesale grocers are in 
earnest in their resolve and another 
week will witness a wonderful drop­ 
ping off in the local freight business 
of the recalcitrant railway company if 
it persists in its purpose to continue 
the exclusive use of the Bell. Retail 
merchants view the matter in the same 
light as the wholesale firm and they 
will follow in the footsteps of the 
latter. 


The Big Four people have not chosen 
to explain why they prefer the Bell 
’phone to the ’phones of the competing 
company. They do not say thai they 
are under contract to patronize the 
Bell people, but it is generally be­ 
lieved this is the case. However the 
merchants contend that they have a 
right to demand that the new com­ 
pany be encouraged in eyery possible 
way. The Bell company, it is con­ 
tended, has never paid a cent of taxa­ 
tion and consequently has no right to 
exist here. It bas been enjoying the 
harvest that monopoly grants, requir­ 
ing people to toil and be taxed to enjoy 
the convenience of a telephone while it 
did business at an enormous profit and 
contributed nothing toward the liqui­ 
dation of the city’s expenses. 


The citizens’ company, it is held, 
will be required to have its proi>erty 
assessed and will pay with other cor­ 
porations and individuals its share in 
the city’s tax, and therefore is more 
justly entitled to encouragement and 
support than a tax-escaping and non­ 
paying corporation. 


All the officials of the Michigan divi­ 
sion of the Big Four favor the installa­ 
tion of the new ’phone but they are 
powerless to do anything until so many 
yards of red tape be run through the 
general office of the company.

The aeeond counsel I have to give to 
olerks la that you seek out what aro the 
lawful regulations of your establishment 
and then submit to them. Kvery well or­ 
dered house has Its usages. In military 
life, on shlp’a deck, in commercial life, 
there must be order and discipline. Thoae 
people who do not learn how to obey^will 
never know how to command. I will tell 
you wbnt young man will make ruin, 
financial and moral. It Is the young man 
who thrusts his thumb into his vest and 
aays: “Nobody shall dictate to me. I am 
my own nioster. 1 will not submit to the 
regulations of this house.” Between an 
establishment in which all the employees 
are under thorough discipline and the 
establishment In which the employee do 
about AS they choose Is the dlfTcrence be­ 
tween sueccss and failure, between rapid 
Aceuniulntlon and utter liankruptcy. Do 
not come to the store ton minutes after the 
time. Be there within two seconds, and 
let It be two seconds before Instend of two 
seconds After. 
Do not think Anything 
too insignlflcAnt to do well. Do not aay, 
“ It’s only Just once.” From the most im- 
portAnt transActlon in commerce down to 
the iiertioular atyle in which you tie a 
atrlng Around a bundle obey orders. Do 
not get eAslly disgusted. While others In 
the store may lounge or fret or complain, 
you go with ready hands and cheerful 
face and contented spirit to your work. 
When the bugle sounds, the good soldier 
asks no questions, but shoulders his knAp- 
SAck, fills his oAnteen And listens for the 
command of “3iarohI** 
' Do not get tbe id«A that your Intereats^ 
and thoae of yonr employer are nntago- 
nlstlc. His sucoess will be your honor. Hla 
embarrassnent will be your dismay. JCx- 
poaa none of the frailties of the firm. Tell 
no atora seereta. Do not blab. Rebuff 
thoae p«raons who come to find out from 
clerks what ought never to be known out­ 
side the store. Do not be among thoae 
young men who take on a mystarlons air 
when aomething la aald against the firm 
that employs them, as much as to say, **1 
could tell you aomething If I would, but I 
won’t “ Do not be among thoae who 
imagine they can build themselves up by 
pulling somebody else down. Be not 
ashamed to be a subaltern. 


Again, I counsel clerks 0 search out 
what are the unlawful and dishonest de­ 
mands of an establishment and resist them. 
In the 0,000 years thAt hAve passed there 
has never been an occasion when itwaa 
one’a du^ to sin against God. It Is never 
right to do wrong. If the head men of the 
firm expect of you dishonesty, disappoint 
them. “Oh,” you say, “1 should lose my 
plaoetben.“ Better lose your place than 
lose your soul. But yon will not lose your 
plaee. Christian heroism Is always hon­ 
ored. You go to the head man of yonr 
store and say: “Sir, X want to aerveyou, 
I want to oblige you. It ia from no lack 
of industry on my part, but thia thing 
seems to ma to be wrong, and it la a ain 
against my conscience, it Is a sin against 
God, and 1 beg you, sir, to excuse me.” 
Be may flush up and swear, but he will 
cool down, and he will have more admira­ 
tion for you than for those who submit to 
his evil dictation, and while they sink you 
will rise. Do not because of seeming tem­ 
porary advantage give up your chamcter, 
young man. Under God, that is the only 
thing you bgve to build on. Give up that, 
yOQ give up everything. That employer 
asks a young man to hurt himself for time 
and for eternity, who expects him to make 
A wrong entry, or change an invoice, or 
say goods cost so much when they cost less, 
or impose upon the verdancy of a customer, 
or misrepresent a style of fabric. How 
dare he demand of you anything ao inso- 
lentf 
AaaeyAAcss. 


Again, 1 counsel all clerks to conquer 
the trials of their particular position. One 
great trial for clinrks is the inconsideration 
^ customers. There are people who are 
entirely polite everywhere else, but gruff 
and dictatorial and contemptible when 
they come into a store to buy anything. 
There are thousands of men and women 
who go l^m store to store to price things 
without any idea of purchaae. They are 
not aatisfied until every roll of goods is 
bronght down and they have pointed out 
all the real or Imaginary defecta They 
fay on all k|nda of kid glovea and atrstch 
them ou| of shape, and they put on all 
styles of cloak and walk to the mirror to 
ase how they look, and. then they aall out 
fd the store, saying, “I will not take It to­ 
day,” whi<^ means, “1 don’t want It at 
all,” leaving the clerk amid a wreck of 
ribbons and laces and cloths to smooth out 
IliOOO worth of goods, not a cent of which 
did that oMn or woman buy or expect to 
buy. Now, I call that a dishonesty on the 
part of the customer. If a boy runs into 
a store and takes a roll of cloth off the 
counter and sneaks out into the street, you 
all Join in the cry pellmell, **6top thief!” 
When I see you go Into a store not expect- 
ing to buy anything, but to price things, 
stealing the time of the clerk and stealing 
the time of his employer, I say, too, “Stop 
thief!” 


If I wero asked which class of persons 


most need the grace of God amid their an­ 
noyances, I would say, “Dry goods clerks. ” 
I All the indignation of customersobout tbe 
high prices comes on the okrk. For in­ 
stance, a great war comes. Tbe manufao- 
tories are closed. The people go off to bat­ 
tle. Tho price of goods run» up. A cus- 
toiuer comes into a store. Goods ha vo gone 
up. “How much is that worth?” “A 
dollar,” “A dollar? Outrageous! A del- 
bir!” Why, who is to blanio for tho fact 
that it has got to Ijo a dolluri' Does tbe in­ 
dignation go out to the inannfuotiirers on 
tlie banks of the Merriiuao because they 
have closed up? No. Does tho indignation 
go out toward the enjployer who is out at 
his countrj’ seat? No. It comes on the 
clerk. Ho got up tho war. Ho levied the 
taxes. He puts up the rents. Of course 
tlie clerk! 
j 
Thou a great trial conies to clerks In the 
fact that thoy see tlie parsimonious side of 
human nature. You talk about lies be- 
iiind the counter—there are just as many 
lies before the counter. Augustine speaks 
of a man who advertised that he would on 
a certain occasion tell tho people ivhat was 
in their hearts. A crowd assembled, and 
he stepped to tbe front and said, “1 will 
tell you what Is In your hearts—to bo) 
! cheap and sell dear.” Oh, lay not aside 
cur urbanity when you go Into a stove I 
t the elerks like gentlemen and ladlet, 
ving yourw^if to be.« ^ntl^iiMi^
